STER BUILDERS 
T0 RESIST WAGE. 
DEMANDS JUNE 


20 Per Cent Raise Sought by 
Steel, Sheet Metal, Cement 
Workers and Painters. 





BASED ON LIVING COST 
St. Louis Employers Organ- 
ize and Announce Trades 
Ultimatum Will Be 
Ignored. 











The master builders of St. Louis are 
organizing to resist the demands of the 
structural iron workers, the sheet metal 
workers, the journeymen painters and 
the granitoid and cement workers for an 
increase of approximately 20 per cent in 
wages. The master painters already 
have refused the demand of the journey- 
men for an increase of 5 cents an hour. 

The demands of the other workers will 
be refused as soon as the master build- 
ers can perfect their organizations, The 
matter is to be handled through the 
Bullding Industries Association, with 
headquarters in the Century Building. 

The demand of the structural iron 
workers is for an increase from 574 
cents an hour to 62% cents; of the sheet 
métal workers from 60. to €5 cents; of 
the journeymen painters from 50 to 55 
cents, and of the granitoid and cement 
workers from 62 to 67% cents. 

Demand Effective June 1. 

The demand for the inereases are to 
become effective June 1, according to 
the ultimatum served upon the builders. 
If the unions insist on the increases, a 
strike may follow. o 

“The master builders consider the de- 
mands of the unions as very inoppor- 
tune,’ said F. D. Boyd, secretary of the 
Building Industries Association. ‘‘Build- 
ing is below the normal in St. Louis, 
and with the exception of New York and 
San; Francisco, wages are as high here, 
if not higher, than in any other city in 
the country. 

“The demands of the four labor or- 
ganizations are prohibitive. The master 
builders are organizing to ask the 
unjons to withdraw the demands, 
ogee. mosters WAYS. taken many son: 

racts on e basis of present ‘wage 
schedules ahd they would sustain great 
losses if they complied with the de- 
mands of the unions. One contractor 
alone, who has structural steel con- 
tracts to be executed in August, would 
lose $30,000. 

Cost of Living Prompts Demand. 

“The reason given for the demand is 
increased cost of living. With the 
building industry slack contractors can- 
not possibly pay the A ESIC in wages.”’ 

The impression prevails among the 
builders that a strike will be averted. 
Henry W. Kiel of the Brick and Stone 
Contractors Association, says there is 
no possibility of a strike among the 
bricklayers and stonemasons, as they 
are under agreement with the master 
builders not to strike, but to settle all 
difficulties by arbitration. The brick 
layers and stonemasons are not mem- 
bers of the local Building Trades Coun- 
cil, and are not permitted under the by- 
laws of their organization to join sym- 
pathetic strikes, 

Concession Is Hoped For. 

At the office of the Building Trades 
Council, 313 North Garrison avenue, 
the opinion was expressed ‘by an of- 
fictal of the organization that the 
masters will consent to the increase 
in wages demanded, and that there 
will be no strike. 

The demand of. the 
painters for an incrense was justi- 
fied by Building Trades Council of- 
ficials on the theory that wages have 


always been too low, considering the 
risk painters take in their work. The 
demand of the other branches of the 
trade for higher wares was justified 
by reason of the high cost of living. 
It was stated that building is active 
and that a prosperous season is 
ahead.

UWENS INQUEST 


She Glances Appealingly at 
Prisoner While Giving 
Her Testimony. 





DEFENDS ACCUSED MAN 





She Hesitatingly Tells, Why 
She Believed ‘Her Father 
Was Murdered.

Miss Linnie Owens, in the role of a 
most reluctant Nemesis of her brother, 
Louis Turner Owens, shed tears of re- 
morse Wednesday at the second inquest 
into the death of her father, David T. 
Owens, when Deputy Coroner Carrlere 
drew from her by persistent questions 
the evidence by which she unwittingly 
caused the arrest of her brother on 
suspicion of having murdered her fa- 
ther. 

As statement after statement was ex- 
torted from her .unwilling lips, she 
turned beseeching glances upon her 
brother before speaking, as if imploring 
his forgiveness for what she was com- 
pelled to relate. He sat in the prison- 
er’s seat 12 feet away, and bending for- 
ward in his chair, hung tensely upon 
every word she uttered. Miss Owens 
was dressed in black without a touch 
of relief by-any other. color. Her face 
was haggard and her voice unsteady. 

“You hadn’t seen your brother for 
some time before your father’s death?” 
inquired Dr. Carriere. The girl looked 
at her brother a few moments and said: 
“It was only two weeks.” 

‘You told the police you didn’t even 
know where he was rooming, didn’t 
you?” she was asked. 

“¥Yes,’’ she murmured. 
I didn’t know the house number. 
knew the corner.’’ 

Reason fer Murder Belief. 

“Why did you tell Chief Creecy you 
believed your father did not kill him- 
self, but was murdered?’ suddenly de- 
manded Dr. Carriere. 

“TT didn’t think he could take his 
own life;’’ she stammered.

Paid Fine for Brother. 
“You kept him out of the work- 


house, didn’t you, when he was fined %50 
for beating his wife?’’ demanded Dr. 
Carriere. 

Miss Owens burst into tears. ‘My 
brother’s life was unhappy,” she wept. 
“T paid his fine. Any sister would have 
done that.” 

“Diin't he hurry ‘aown to the in- 
surance office after his father’s death 
and put in a claim for the policies?’ 

‘‘He did Mot,” answered the girl spir- 
itedly. ‘‘Hi did not go until the after- 
noon, after he had consulted with me. 
I advised him to go. 

‘My father was insured for $2800, of 
which $2000 was in the Hartford Insur- 
ance Co. and $800 in the Woedmen’'s 
order. Of the Hartford company insur- 
ance, I was to get two-thirds and my 
brother one-third. I H&d a sister who 
died, and my fa.ker, with the consent of 
Louls, transferred her share to me. He 
and I share equally in the lodge insur- 
ance. 

‘‘What were the relations between your 
father and your brother?” she was 
asked. She brightened at the question 
and replied eagerly: 

“They were the best of friends. They 
never had a cross word. My father 
would gladly have shared his last penny 
with Louis,” 

Inquest Is Adjourned. 

After Miss Owens’ testimony, the in- 
quest was adjourned until 9 a. m., Thurs- 
day, against the protests of Louis 
Owens, who declared he wanted to make 
a statement. 

He Was told he could be heard Thurs- 
day. He was advised by an attorney, 
R. T. Brownrigg, who volunteered his 
services at the inquest. 

The postponement was ordered s0 
that the report of City Bacteriologist 
Harris, who is analyzing the stains on 
the clothes of David and Louis Owens, 
may be introduced in evidence, and so 
that Mrs. Louise Moore, the younger 
Owens’ landlady, may be summoned to 
testify. 

The older Owens was found dead a 
week ago with a bullet through his 
brain, in the office of the Cotumbia In- 
candescent Lamp Co., where he was 
night watchman. ;

Maroney Fears He Will Show 
His Hand by Making 
sum fivewwag? 


AMOUNT 








Wednesday will see at last the conclu- 
sion of the long investigation into the 
books of the Police Relief Association. 
Andrew C. Maroney, special counsel in 
the inquiry, says the expert accountants 
will end their work today at the Mag- 
nolia Avenue Police Station and furnish 
to him a complete report of their find- 
ings. ‘ 

This announcement is taken to mean 
that Maroney has discovered to his own 
satisfaction the amount of the shortage, 
the men who caused or who connived 
at it, and those who profited by the em- 
bezzlements. 

It is said on the best authority that, 
besides John M. Healy, former secre- 
tary of the association, who was ar- 
rested when the existence was at first 
detected, seven other members of the 
force, constituting the so-called “com- 
bine,”’ will certainly be involved. Two 
of them are of a rank higher than pa- 
trolman, and one was formerly a high 
official of the association. 

Maroney declines at present to state 
the total of the shortage, which has 
been ‘estimated at from $13,000 to be- 
tween $20,000'and $25,000. He says that, 
if he should male the amount public he 
would give a warning to the guilty men 
and supply them with a possible bazis 
of defense... 

Will Digest Report. 

“T shall take the report of the ac- 
countants,” said Maroney Wednesday, 
“and make a digest of it for my own 
presentation of the case to the grand 
jury. 

“Tt have no idea wnen I shall be ready 
to report to the grand jury, but it will 
probably be some time yet.” 

Healy is out on $10,000 bond to answer 
any charge that may be placed against 
him. The bond is returnable in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, Feb. 23. 
Checks on the. other suspected men 
are being kept by means of the daily 
roll calls, 

Discussing the suspected men Wednes- 
day, Col. John A. Laird, President of 
the Police Board; ‘said that the com- 
missioners: have kept a watch upon them 
from the first and can lay hands upon 
them at any moment. 

“We could have suspended them long 
“but preferred to Tet 
them remain on duty, where we could 
find them whenever we wanted them. 

"If we suspend them, they would 
be at liberty to come and go as they 
pleased—which might not be con- 
yenient for us should we want them 
suddenly. 

“When Attorney Maroney finishes 
his investigation, the board also will 
act. lf anyone is suspended it will 
be members of the clique which had 
charge of the fund and were actively 
in control of the affairs of the asso- 


ciation.”

unanimously to burn the ballots, but 
fixed no day for carrying out the order. 

“Ag the board had exercised unusual 
diligence in caring for the ballots dur- 
ing the last year, it occurred to me the 
commissioners might wish to be pres 
ent when the ballots were burned. While 
this question was in abeyance, the con- 
troversy between Folk and Stone arose 
and the Republic declared the ballots 
had been destroyed. 

“Commissioner Kortjohn asked if this 
were true. 

“I then told him the reason why I had 
not aeted that I had been waiting for 
the board to meet again in order to 
learn the commissioner’s wishes.” 

The senatorial primary law is silent 
on the question of investigation. There 
is no penalty clause in the law and 29 
machinery whatever provided for pun- 
ishing jpersons for violating its pro- 
visions.

With the ballots of the senatorial pri- 
mary rising from their lately § supposed 
ashes and with Gov. Hadley’s plan for 
@ recount of the votes approved by Jo- 
seph W. Folk, Senator Stone confronts 
what is believed to be the most acute 
dilemma of his political career. 

Washington dispatches Wednesday 
stated that Stone, apparently dum found- 
ed by the discovery that the ballots had 
not been destroyed, as he supposed, and 
declared them to have been, had made 
no reply to Hadley’s proposal for a re- 
count. All he would say was that he 
would make a statement “in due time.” 

fWhen he was first informed by a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent Tuesday even- 
ing of Hadley’s proposal. Stone said: 

I have no objection to the ballots 
cast at the primaries being recount- 
ed, but I must be assured that they 
have not been tampered withisince 
being sealed in the ballot boxes. If 

“ they remain there as originally, d 
posited I am perfectly cniiansatee 
should be recounted. If I was not 
honestly and legally elected. I don’t 
want my seat. 

The Senator added that he would wait 
until he knew the exact details of Had- 
ley’s proposal before he committed him- 
self positively to any course of action. 

That Stone put his gumshod feet 
squarely into a trap which Hadley 
had carefully laid for him was shown 
by Gov. Hadley*s remark to a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent at Jefferson 
City Wednesday. 

“] was waiting,” said Hadley, “for 
Stone to charge that I had made as- 
eertions that I ceuld not prove as to 
the primary frauds and that I had 
waited until the ballots were burned. 
It was not my fault that he so read- 
ily acdétpted the false statement that 
the ballots had been burned. If he 
had asked the election commission- 
ers, he could have learned, as I did, 
that the . ballots had i  ~not been 
burned.” 

Folk Agrees to Recount. 

Ex-Gov. Folk, informed at Dayton, O., 
of the Hadley proposal, telegraphs the 
Post-Dispatch:. “I have no _ objection 
whatever to a recount.’”” He says he 
would not accept the senatorship, to 
which Gov. Hadley proposed to appoint 
him in the event of Stone's resignation as 
the result of frauds shown in the re- 
count. Folk says that if he ever again 
seeks a senatorship, he will ask the 
Democrats of Missouri and no one else 
for it. 

St. Louis friends of Gov. Hadley wore 
proad smiles Wednesday, and the broad- 
est of them were seen about the office 
of the Board of Election Commissioners. 

‘‘Horace,” said one caller after an- 
other to Secretary Beedle, “how could 
you have been so careless as to forget 
to burn those ballots?’ And the secre- 
tary and the Republican clerks would 
join in the ensuing guffaw. 

But Commissioner Jamison, Demo- 
cratic member of the board, couldn’t see 
the joke. He insisted that the ballots 
had been ordered burned, saying he 
knew it, because he had introduced the 
resolution himself. 

Supporters of Stone are indignant at 
the Election Board's failure to apply a 
torch to the ballots. They point to the 
fact that the law says the ballots shall 
be destroyed within a year after the 
election. The St. Louis Republic, voicing 
the view of Stone’s friends, made a de- 
mand in its editorial columns Wednes- 
day for an investigation of the Election 
Commissioners’ conduct. It was on the 
Republic's authority that Stone said the 
ballots had been burned. 

Stone's way of escape from his pres- 
ent predicament is apparently blocked 
by his own statement, made two days 
ago. At that time, in replying to Gov. 
Hadley’s charge that he benefited by 


frauds in the St. Louis primary, he 
wrote: 





I call attention to the fact that 
the Governor Prudently deferred 
his attack until a few days after 
the ballots, cast in &t. Louls at 
the November election had been 
destroyed. 

Having thus taunted Hadley with 
avoiding a “showdown,” the Repub- 
lican politicians do not see how, when 
Hadley has suddenly turned the tables 
on him, Stone can refuse his own con- 
sent to a “showdown.” 

The developments in the case, showing 
the lightness of heart with which Stone 
concluded that the ballots were out of!) 
the way, have added relish to the ad- 
jectives which he applied to Hadley in 
-his statement. ‘Puerile,”’ “idiotic,” so- 
phomoric”. and “foolish” were a few 
of these. Just what adiective was best 
suited to describe Stone's plight, Had- 
ley apparently could not determine, so 
he was sparing of adjectives in his lat- 
est statement. such adjective as he 
uses are mostly in this paragraph:

William J. Orthwein, who had the 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar out for a 


mile-a-minute sled ride in the Swiss 
mountains, as told in a cablegram to 
the Post-Dispatch Tuesday, says there 
is no other. sport so seductive as moun- 
 taineering. 

William J. Orthwein is a brother of 
Ralph H. Orthwein, 6190 Washington 
avenue; Mrs. Frank Everts, #03 Haw- 
thorne boulevard, and Max R. Orthwein, 
president of the Peroxident Manufactur- 
ing Co. Though he maintains an office 
here in the Gay Building, he has lived 
abroad for 10 years on account of his 
wife’s health. He was in St. Louis last 
summer as the guest of Mrs. Frank 
Nulsen, 3417 Longfellow boulevard, a sis- 
ter of his wife, who was Miss Alma 
Estenhain. 

Orthwein’s bob-sled “Dixie” is said to 
be one of the fastest on the continent. 
Last year he won the first Swiss prize 
for bob-sleding and he is in the thick 
of the contests this year, just now at 
their height. 

An Enthusiastic Mountaineer. 

To win a prize for mountaineering and 
sled riding in Switzerland brings one 
as much popular adulation as a .400 bat- 
ting average in either of the big base- 
ball leagues in the United States. 

One of Orthwein’s athletic feats was 
the climbing of Piz Bernina, a lofty Alp 
peak in Switzerland. He was a quick 
convert to mountaineering. Only a few 
weeks before he accomplished the first 
feat that brought him into public notice 
as a climber he had expressed the opin- 
ion that men who would spend their 
time eiimbing mountains were fit sub- 
jects for observation wards in hospitals. 

It was Orthwein’s natural fondness 
for walking that made him a mountain 
climber. He had to take walks; he 
couldn't help it. But anybody who 
walks in Switzerland .has to walk up 
the mountains. Once the summit is 
reached, the quitkest way to return to 
the starting point is by bob-sled, if 
conditions will permit. 

Orthwein said, in'an article written for 
the Alpine Post, that the- first time 
he ever experienced the sensation of 
having the, World’ at his feet was when 
This 


From. a ridge at the summit the climb- 
er looks ‘down thousands of feet to the 
Morteratsch Glacier on the one side, 
and just as far below to the Tschler- 
va Glacier on the other side. 


Snow Ridges Connect Ridges. 
These ridges at the mountain summit 


are of snow and connect ledgés of rock 
from ,thirty to fifty feet apart. The 
climbers test thém with their snow 
axes before venturing out upon them. 
Orthwein found his first high climb 
extremely difficult. The altitude, coupled 
with the work and loss of sleep, told 
on him heavily, and\he was forced to 
ask his guide to make frequent stops. 
Now, however, there are none of the 
Swiss who can tell him much about 
climbing their mountains. 
The sled ride which he gave the Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar was on ‘the Crescta 
at St. Moritz. Dispatches say that 
the Grand Duke was greatly pleased 
and intimated that it would be very 
‘agreeable to him to accompany Orth- 
wein in other flights down the moun- 
tain side on a bobsled.

Island, and while there I often sat 
on the edge of Shinnecock Bay and 
looked at the. form ef Hercules that 
adorned the old fighting ship Ohio. I 
could not help being reminded of the 
fact that I also had accomplished my 
tasks, and the thought came to me that 
I should likewise fake the skin of the 
lion I had captured—my reputation as a 
boxer—and put it* over my ‘shoulders 
hereafter as a mantle of peace and pro- 
tection. There is no use in talking. I 
made up my mind that the fight with 
Corbett, should be my last and I never 
tried tb come back. I knew when I 
was done. I am gad to say that some of 
my friends failed to réalize their weak- 
néss and kept on fighting when their 
day was done. 

To know that my condition was per- 
fect I went up to Cambridge and was 
examined by that noted specialist, Dr. 
Dudley A. Sargent. I haven’t the space 
here to give a full copy of his report, but 
it would be interesting. I may publish 
it later. To sum jit up, he found that I 
was far above the normal man in every 
particular save one. My legs were a 
Mittle small for the size of my body. 
That, however, he said, was more of an 
advantage than a disadvantage. 

When I started in training on June 2 

I weighed 2% pounds. On Aug. 13 I 
weighed 216 pounds. In that same per- 
lod of time I reduced my neck girth 
from 17.1 to 16.5 inches; my chest, from 
46.1 to 44.5; my waist, from 42.1 to 38.2: 
my hips, from 46.1 to 42.9; thighs, — 
26.4 to 25. 
You can readily. see how steady and 
systematic was my training. I was net 
aiming at any one spot, but was reduc- 
ing the surplus flesh in every part of 
my body.

{WATERWAY BILL'S. 


PASSAGE ELATES 
DcEP CHANNELERS 
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Most Important Recognition 
Yet Accorded Lakes-to-Gulf 
Movement. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 16.—The river 
and harbor appropriation bill was passed 
by the House late yesterday, practica!- 
ly in the form it came from committee. 


Only two votes were cast against the 
measure, and they were so faint that 
Speaker Cannon’ was’ unable’ to ascer- 
tain from whence they came. 

The bill carrits approximately $43,000,- 
000. It obligates the Government’ to the 
deep waterway project from the Lakes 
to the Gulf and appropriated $12. 250,000 
for the Mississippi River and its princi- 
pal tributaries. 

There was no question about how the 
vote would terminate in the House. 
From the beginning of the debate yes- 
terday it was evident there would be few 
if any obstacles placed in the way when 
the final test came. Champ Clark de- 
clared the bill to be the bést ever pre- 
sented to Congress, because it provides 
for the, first time a systematic plan of 
waterway improvements. Speaker Can- 
non meade a similar statement. 


Recognition of Project. 


No amendments except those agreed 
to by’ Chairman Alexander of the River 
and Harbor Committee were. adopted. 
There was no. occasion for a roll call 
and the bill was adopted by a vive voce 
vote when the question was put by 
Speaker Cannon. 

Applause followed the bill’s passage 
and members gathered about Chairman 
Alexander to grasp his hand in congrat- 
ulation. 

Mr. Rodenberg, a member of the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee, said: 

“I regard our victory in the House as 
a recognition of the deep waterway 
project. The friends of the 14-foot 
lakes-to-the-gulf waterway have every 
reason to. congratulate themselves. 
Their labors are beginning to bear fruit, 
and:I do not anticipate any serious op- 
position next year to the adoption of 


the plan which will be submitted by the f 


board. ‘ 


Association Is Praised. 

‘We have received the encouragement 
to which we consider ourselves entitled 
because it cannot be disputed that the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Waterway As- 
sociation has done more towards arous- 
ing public sentiment in favor of the im- 
provement of our national highways 
than any other organization ih the 
country. We ought to have smooth 
sailing from now on, but we must con- 
tinue our work until the waterway con- 
necting the’ lakes and the gulf is an 
accomplished fact. 

“I also take great pride in the appro- 
priation of $750,000 for the stretch of 
river from St. Louis to Cairo, Three 
years ago Mr. Burton arbitrarily re- 
duced our annual appropriation of $650,- 
000 to $250,000. We have now gotten 
back the $400,000 and $100,000 additional, 
which will fully take care of all the 
work along that stretch of the river."’

The rate on St. Louis coal, through St. Louls, from 
East St. Louis, to St. Joseph, Mo., is $1.80 a ton, or 
at the rate of not quité 60 cents a ton on each hun- 
dred milés in a haul of something over 300 miles, 

At the lowest estimate, counting the average hau! 


stead of not over twenty) the rate on the movement 
of each ton of St. Louis coal used for St. Louis pur- 
poses amounts to $1.30 per hundred miles of move- 
ment for the average ton during the St. Louis busi- 
ness year. Passengers are carried much cheaper by 
the 100 miles fn St. Louls than across Missouri, but it 
is very different with coal. 

By supposing a ton of coal traveling through the 
year at from 1.30 to 2 cents and over a mile, each 
hundred miles of its movement at the lowest rate 
($1.80 for the average hundred miles) would show 
more than double the charge for a hundred miles on 
an exactly similar ton of St. Louls coal, moving 
from East St. Louis, through St. Louis, to the western 
point in the district to which St. Joseph belongs. The 
hundred miles inside the St. Louis industria] district 
pays for itself and another 100 miles at the average 
profit. 

This point is to be considered carefully whenever the 
question is of what ‘absorbing the arbitrary’’ means 
on coal passing through St. Louis from east to west. 
No matter what the name by which the 20-cent Term- 
inal charge on each ton of coal in the St. Louis total 
of 52 cents a ton is called, it would stop long-dis- 
tance business through St. Louis if levied as a local 
tax on the Business. It is therefore abolished or ‘“‘ab- 
sorbed.”” If “absorbed’’ does not mean ‘‘abolished,”’ it 
is then to be found what: it does mean for St. Louis 
on each hundred miles moved by the average ton ot 
St. Louls coal during the year at $1.20 or more. When 
the question is not of what one consumer pays, but 
of what St. Louis business is taxed, this is to be com- 
pared with an average ton of the same coal moving 
through ‘St. Louis at a cost of 60 cents or less for 
each hundred miles. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission reports that 
the average cost of running a train a hundred miles 
is $14@09. This includes the costliest passenger serv- 
ice as well as freight. The average revenue on a hun- 
dred miles of €reight movement is reported, at $274.03. 
This makes it plain that the expense of loading, han- 
dling and all other operating expenses in moving an 
average ton of freight 100 miles are cleared by some- 
thing less than half the average revenue from it. 
The expense of moving coal is still lower. 

This point is to be held with a firm grasp for com- 
parison with the point that the average ton of coal 
moving 100 miles during a St. Louis business year 
and paying the arbitrary tax on 8t. Louis’ naturai 
advantages will pay expenses and profits for 200 miles 
from East St. Louis, through St. Louis, for another 
ton of the same coal intended for a town west of St. 
Louis more than two hundred miles distant. 

On the report of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, the coal movement inside the St. Louis district 
at 62 cents a ton would pay twice all operating ex- 
penses at an average of 75 cents a ton for each hun- 
dred miles, while Chicago gets this coal for 75 cents 
a ton on a haul of 250 miles. If arithmetic and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission reports mean any- 
thing, every ton of coal moving for St. Louis 100 miles 
at the St. Louis rate is able to pay all cost of déliv- 
ering amother to Chicago at the Chicago rate. with 
something over to help pay for moving a third ton 
to St. Joseph at the St. Joseph rate, which includes 
the ‘haul through 8t. Louis over the Terminal com- 
pany’s tracks. 

This is one detail of what it means for business to 
pay, first, all the traffic will bear. at regular rates, 
and then to pay an additional tax on its own natural 
advantages up to the limit of what they will bear.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Norfolk & Western and Chesapegke & Ohio 
railroads are great coal carriers, practically two- 
thirds of their entire business being soft coal, the 
largest percentage of any of our railroads. They 
have succeeded in becomin& very profitable roads, 
the Norfolk earning over 6 per cent on its common 
stock with.a rate of about one-third of a cent per ton 
per mile, the lowest freight rate in America. This 
would give a rate of 15 cents per ton for a 4-mile 
haul to St. Louls. The Wabash Railroad having 
greater competition than any railroad between Buf- 
falo and St. Louis, has been compelled to do busi- 
ness at very low rates and my recollection is (I have 
not the figures at hand) that their coal rates are not 
over % cent per ton per milé, or 22% cents per ton 
on a 45-mile haul to St. Louis, and the largest item 
in their business is carrying coal. These figures of 
three great coal carrying roads bear out fully your 
claim that the Terminal Railroad Association never 
treats St. Louls fairly. | 

This is borne out by testimony of D. O. Ives, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Wabash Railroad, in the 
Government suit against the Terminal Railroad. Prior 
to opening the Wabash St. Louis station in February, 
1906, the Terminal Railroad transfer rate on coal was 
30 cents per ton. Mr. Ives, as his road handled & 
great deal of coal from mines on its line going to 
St. Louis, thought that rate was too high and with- 
out consulting anyone else, made his rate 20 cents. 
Immediately, and on its own volition, the Terminal 
Railroad reduced its rate to 20 cents, the rate now 
he ‘ 
This action proves most conclusively that if it 80 
desired, the Terminal Railroad could now, of its own 
motion, reduce its rate below 20 cents. In fact, prior 
to its purchase of the Wiggins Ferry Co. in 1902 the 
rate was 10 cents and had at times been as low as 8 
‘cents. ‘here is, therefore, no reason whatever why 
it should be over 8 cehts now. You can find all these 
facts in the sworn testimony of witnesses in the 
‘Government suit.
